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1. SUMMARY: OMAR ARTEH DECEMBER 13, RESTATED THAT VALLEJO EX- 
PULSION WAS NOT RPT NOT RELATED TO COMPOUND. HE PROMISED 
THAT GSDR WOULD TAKE NO UNILATERAL ACTION ON COMPOUND AND 
SUGGESTED TRIPARTITE MEETINGS BETWEEN FONOFF, EMBASSY AND 
MINISTRY PUBLIC WORKS. END SUMMARY. 

2. FONMIN NOTED THAT NEW REGULATIONS ON DIPLOMATIC ACQUISITION 
OF PROPERTY CALLED FOR RECIPROCITY. HE ALSO SAID MANY PEOPLE 
FEEL US COMPOUND IS TOO LARGE. CONSIDERATION SHOULD THEREFORE 
BE GIVEN TO OUR RETURNING PORTION OF LAND TO GSDR OR PERHAPS 
OUR ACQUIRING "MORE COMPACT" SIDE ELSEWHERE IN CITY. HE RE- 
CALLED INCONCLUSIVE DISCUSSIONS ON THIS MATTER BETWEEN MY PRE- 
DECESSOR AND VICE PRESIDENT CULMIE. HE ALLEGED THAT ITALIAN 
GOVERNMENT, WHICH HAD BEEN GIVEN LAND NEXT TO US COMPOUND, HAS 
DECIDED TO RETURN IT TO SOMALIA FOR SITE OF NEW UNIVERSITY. HE 
SUGGESTED THAT THREE-WAY DISCUSSIONS ON COMPOUND QUESTIONS BE 
HELD AMONG REPRESENTATIVES OF US EMBASSY, FOREIGN MINISTRY AND 
MINISTRY OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

3. I NOTED THAT THE LAND IN QUESTION HAD BEEN GIVEN TO USG 
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DOLLARS IN IT. I ASKED IF GSDR SEEKING TO PUT IN QUESTION OUR 
TITLE TO IT. 

4. FONMIN SAID GSDR WANTED GOOD RELATIONS WITH US AND DESIRED 
TO FACILITATE MY MISSION. HE COULD GIVE "CATEGORICAL ASSUR- 
ANCES" THAT GSDR WOULD NOT RPT NOT TAKE ANY ACTION ON THE 
PROPERTY EXCEPT IN AGREEMENT AND COOPERATION WITH US. WHOLE 
QUESTION SHOULD BE REVIEWED BY TRIPARTITE REPRESENTATIVES AND 
THEN DISCUSSED BETWEEN HIM AND ME. HE RECOGNIZED I WOULD HAVE 
TO BE IN CONSULTATION WITH WASHINGTON DURING SUCH DISCUSSIONS. 

5. I SAID I WOULD REPORT AND BE BACK IN TOUCH. 

6. FONMIN SAID VALLEJO EXPULSION WAS WORK OF SECURITY SERVICE 
(NSS). SIAD HAD NOT RPT NOT KNOWN OF EXPULSION. FOREIGN 
MINISTRY HAD BEEN INFORMED AT LAST MINUTE. EXPULSION HAD 
NOTHING TO DO WITH VALLEJO'S WORK ON COMPOUND. NSS HAD 
RESPONDED TO FOREIGN MINISTRY INQUIRIES (FOLLOWING MY NOVEMBER 
14 CONVERSATION WITH FONMIN (REF A) AS TO MOTIVE FOR EXPULSION 
BY CITING UNSPECIFIED "SECURITY REASONS". IF I WANTED MORE 
INFORMATION, FONMIN WOULD TALK PERSONALLY TO NSS HEAD SULEIMAN. 

7. I SAID AN EXPLANATION OF REASONS FOR EXPULSION INDEED 
WOULD BE DESIRABLE AND WENT ON TO EMPHASIZE IMPORTANCE OF 
VALLEJO TO PROJECT. I NOTED THAT IT WOULD BE GREAT HELP IF HE 
COULD BE PERMITTED TO RETURN, AND OBSERVED THAT ANY APPOINT- 
MENT OF NEW PROJECT SUPERVISOR WOULD CAUSE CONSIDERABLE DE- 
LAYS. OMAR ARTEH SAID HE WOULD TALK TO SULEIMAN, BUT THAT IN 
MEANTIME WE MIGHT SAVE TIME BY TAKING PRELIMINARY STEPS TOWARD 
LOCATING POTENTIAL FOR VALLEJO. 

8. OUR RECOMMENDATIONS IN LIGHT OF THIS LATEST CONVERSATION 
WILL FOLLOW SEPTEL. KIRK 
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
